Upon review of the decision by the BPAI and reconsideration of the prior art, the 
examiner has determined that the claims are allowable for the following reasons: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of detecting urinary 
pathogens in a biological sample comprising at least three types of medium wherein 
one medium is a uropathogenic specific medium, defined on page 12 of the instant 
specification as one which allows only the growth of primary urinary gram negative 
pathogens and another medium comprises BOTH the uropathogenic specific medium 
and antimicrobial agents to which susceptibility of the uropathogens is determined, AND 
wherein all media comprise a signal generating substrate which, when metabolized, 
indicates the presence of microbial organisms.
